Levels 


There are 16 huge levels in this game. Each one is very different and will 
require quite a bit of getting used to if you want to be the best. 


Skedar 

Huge spaces with ornate structures and a tunnel system connecting 
the rooms make this stage one of the most varied in the game. 





A The main room with two ramps on 
either side has several good vantage 
points. You should easily be able to take 
out other players before they see you. 



A Use strafing and circle strafing all 
the time. The large rooms allow you to 
run rings around your opponent. Also, 
use the pillars and structures for cover. 




A The balcony areas are useful sniping 
points, but it is easy to get trapped. The 
one with only one ramp can be easily 
defended if you really want to camp. 


A On this level you should use the 
high areas as vantage points to fire 
from, and the snow filled tunnels as a 
quick way to reach other parts. 


Pipes 


Watch where you walk on this level! Do not strafe on the narrow 
platforms as you could end up killing yourself. 



A In the upstairs area, 
reached by following the 
metal path around, you'll 
find some of the best 
items. Be careful up here. 
It's easy to fall, although 
you could jump off to 
escape an attacker. 



A Try planting Mines and 
Remote Guns in the office 
area. Hide them under the 
windows and they'll kill 
anyone who walks past.
